a tornado that late yesterday tore 
through the south end of this city, 
took a toll of seven lives and ser­ 
iously injured several other persons. 
It was believed that additional vic­ 
tims were buried in the debris and 
volunteer workers began their search 
at dawn. 
No additional victims were found 
during the night but the death list 
was expected to be swelled by the 
discovery of more fatalities among 
those now reported missing and by 
the death of several injured persons 
who were taken to Henryetta hos­ 
pital last night. 
Twenty-thrde injured pei*jons were 
rushed to a hospital at Henryetta 
on an improvised hospital train made 
up of two box cars provided by the 
St. Louis & San Francisco railroad. 
Company I of the 179 infantry 
and Company A of the 120th en­ 
gineers, both local national guard 
units, immediately set a guard over 
the ruins. Volunteer relief parties 
made up of local citizens and mem­ 
bers of the local post of the Ameri­ 
can Legion and citizens of Holden­ 
ville, Okemah, Weleetka and Henry­ 
etta 
soon arrived to assist the 
guards in their work of preventing 
possible vandalism in searching the 
ruins. 
Families Wiped Out. 
The customary half-wrecked build­ 
ings were not left standing today in 
the path of the tornado. Instead the 
story of destruction as written vid- 
idly by the almost entirely leveled 
area 
over which the devastation 
swept. Only two houses in the path 
of the wind escaped complete de­ 
struction. They were the homes of 
Judge T. T. Rice with upper story 
missing and Jefferson Cannard, the 
latter roofless. 
J. L. Ramsey, cashier of a bank, 
was killed after he had rushed home 
to his family. Just as he entered 
his front door th e . tentacles of the 
storm grasped the dwelling, drew it 
many feet into the air and hurled 
It to the ground smashing to splin­ 
ters, scattering the wreckage over a 
block. As the storm struck the Ram­ 
sey home two cows -were plunged in 
succession through the window of 
the living room before the building 
was lifted. 
The first body taken to the mor­ 
gue after the tornado struck was 
that of Mrs. H. V. Woodruff, who 
with her husband had arrived early 
in the day to he with their daughter 
Mrs. W. Y. Armstrong, and expec­ 
tant mother. 
AU day . the parents remained with 
their daughter awaiting the advent 
of a grand-child. Then the storm 
descended on the modest home in 
which the vigil was being kept. Mrs. 
Woodruff was killed outright and 
her husband died in an ambulance 
enroute to a hospital. 
Within an hour death had claimed 
their daughter, her husband and 5- 
year-oid son. Today the five bodies 
lie side by side in the morgue.

Sparrows Defy Gas “Attack” 
in War on Bird Pests 
Resisting the fumes of mustard gas. 
and other deadly chemicals in quantities 
that would have proved*fatal to a human 
being, English sparrows and domestic 
pigeons survived gas “attacks” in recent 
tests conducted by the government to 
And a way to rid the country of various 
bird pests. Th^ subjects were placed in 
tight compartments, so aiTanged that tile 
observers could watch their actions. Tile 
gas was administered in varying quanti­ 
ties. Amounts that would have killed a 
soldier caused the specimens to evince 
little agitation, and they recovered when 
taken into fresh air. In all, six varieties 
of gas were tried but without the desired 
effect. The experiments emphasised the 
difficulties encountered in ridding the 
country of the English sparrow in par­ 
ticular.

DISEASE GERMS FLOURISH 
IN GERMAN PAPER MONEY 


(Br the iVmocmiM Frees) 
BERLIN. — Disease 
germs 
are 
much more prevalent among post­ 
war bank notes in Germany than 
they were in the paper money in 
use before the war, investigators 
have found, because of the fact th at 
the currency is handled much more 
freqently than prior to 1914. This 
because there is less of it. 
Investigators in Berlin found that 
coined money is virtually {nocuous, 
owing to the self-disinfecting action 
of the m etal itself, and because its 
small, smooth surface prevents de­ 
velopment of the germs. “ The d irt­ 
iest piece of copper or silver is, 
from the standpoint of a bacterio­ 
logist, better than newly issued pa­ 
per money” says the report.

Few manufacturers can purchase 
raw materials, make them up, mar­ 
ket and collect on the product in 
less than two months. Money bor­ 
rowed for such an operation adds 
tremendously to the 
cost. 
Mer­ 
chants everywhere are marking up 
their stocks and making the public 
bear the burden, even on stocks ob­ 
tained before the rentenmark was 
placed on a solid basis. 
The shoe industry in Germany ta 
especially handicapped by the high 
interest rates. During the period 
when the paper mark was making 
its spectacular fall, dealers stocked 
up with shoes at very low prices. 
Warehouses were filled with them 
and the markets were glutted.

ow there is a demand

Within the three years since the 
first real radio se£ was installed in 
Ada and the secrets of the air pluck- J 
ed from the ether for the first time 
here, the growth of popularity of the 
sport of juggling stations and pro- * 
grams has been steady.
